Hoard a I 'nil in Opinion That City 
lias Poolrooms Enough; Peltate 
Rebuilding Central Hotel. 


To have or not to have more pool¬ 
rooms in South San Fpancisco was | 
the question that confronted the city ! 
trustees at Monday night’s meeting. 
It came up over the application of J 
Tony Uildliauer for a transfer of Ids j 
poolroom license. 

Bildhauer conducts the resort 
known as Tony's Poolroom on Grand 
avenue, near the corner of Linden. 
He wishes to move his place of bust-1 
ness to th<> Alpine Hotel building, the | 
storeroom of which was recently va- j 
cated by the Quality Market. The j 
application was rejected, as was the j 
application of George Karides for a \ 
license for a poolroom in the old S. P. 
building at the corner of Grand ave¬ 
nue and San Bruno road. The discus¬ 
sion that the two applications brought 
out revealed the fact that the city 
trustees are practically a unit in the 
opinion that South San Francisco has 
poolrooms enough. 

The city is $618.f>7 richer because 
of its share of the business done by 
the local branch of the United Rail¬ 
roads system during the fiscal year 
just closed. This sum was accepted 
Monday night as the city’s 2 per cent 
of the street car company’s receipts, 
which amounted to $30,928.81. 

Whether Peter I’ala. proprietor of 
the Central Hotel, which burned re¬ 
cently, should be allowed to rebuild 
the structure under the provisions of 
the city's fire ordinance, was another 
problem that came up for settlement. 
There was much discussion as to the 
percentage of the building that had 
been destroyed by the fire, and it was 
finally decided that, a personal visit 
by the members of the board to the 
burned structure, accompanied by 
somebody conversant witli the build¬ 
ing business, would be the best plan, 
and such a visit was decided upon for 
Wednesday. 

A certificate from the architects of 
the new city hall building was pre¬ 
sented, showing that the contractors 
were now entitled to $13,418.25 more 
on the price of the building, and the 
: clerk was instructed to draw a check 
for the amount in the contractors’

Richard Lawrence Wallace, a pio¬ 
neer resident of South San Francisco, 
was run over and instantly killed by 
a street car near the Veranda Hotel at 
10:30 Wednesday night. Wallace’s 
right leg was severed and his skull 
crushed, death coming instantane- 


coming 

ously. Motorman Harry Chrisman was I 
placed under arrest by City Marshal | 
Conrad, charged with manslaughter, j 
He was later released under $500 cash 
bail. 

The circumstances surrounding 
Wallace's death are shrouded in mys¬ 
tery. He was uptown until about 10 
o’clock, when he left for his home at 
the Veranda. Nothing more is known 
of his movements until he was run 
down and 


motorriian 
stated at the inquest held this nmrn- 
ing that he did not see Wallace on 
the track, but felt the car pass over 
something. He applied the brakes in¬ 
stantly and stopped the car within 
twenty feet. Wallace’s body was en¬ 
tangled in the underpinning of the 
car and could not be extricated until 
a wrecking car had been summoned 
from San Francisco. The death car 
had to be raised before the body could 
be taken out. 

An inquest in charge of Coroner 
Brooke was in progress Friday morn¬ 
ing as this paper went to press. 
Motorman Chrisman testified that his 
headlight was working perfectly. 
Robert Griffin, the conductor; Oscar 
Hamlin, and Oscar Cooper, the latter 
two passengers on the car, were ex¬ 
amined. The two passengers testified 
that they were both sitting in the car 
and that nobody was on the front end 
except the motorman. There were no 
other passengers. 

Richard Wallace had been a resident 
of California for twenty years, about 
eighteen of which had been spent in 
South San Francisco. He was 54 years 
of age and was a brother of Constable 
James Wallace, Sam Wallace, and Wil¬ 
liam Walace of Chicago, and the late 
George Wallace. He had two sisters, 
Mrs. John Loots and Mrs. Joseph In¬ 
gram, of Soutli San Francisco. 

The funeral will be held from the 
S. Nieri parlors at 9:30 Saturday 
morning. High mass will be held at 
All Souls’ Church at 10 o’clock, burial 
following at Holy Cross Cemetery.
